No. XVI.A,81-ll-Genl. — In exercise of the 
power, conferred by section 14(2) of Delhi 
and Ajmer Merwara Rent Control Act. 1947 
(Act No. XIX of 1947), the following rules are 
made by the High Court of Judicature of the 
East Punjab with the concurrence of the Chief 
Commissioner Delhi: — 

1. These rules* may be called the Delhi Rent, 
Control (Procedure) Rules, 1947. They shall 
come into operation on the date on which thev 
are published in the Gazette of India, 


2. In these rules, unless there is anything re- 
pugnant in the subject or context: — 

(1) “Act” means the Delhi and Ajmer- 
Merwara Rent Control Act (Act No, XIX of 
1947) ; 

(2) “High Court,” means the High Court 
of Judicature for the Province of East Pun- 
jab at Simla;

(5) “Judge, Small Cause Court.” means 
a Judge of the Court of Small Causes, Delhi, 
or auy Subordinate Judge in the Delhi Pro- 
vince invested with Small Cause Coir’t 
powers. 

3. All Civil Courts in the Province of Delhi 
shall have power to hear and decide original 
cases and to deal with execution pmooeedmgs 
under the Act to the extent of their peeumarv 
jurisdietion in resneet of eivi] suits or decrees 
governed by the Code of Civil Procedure. 
1903 : 

Provided that all cases in which the value 
does not exceed Rs. 2.000 arising out of the Act 
except cases of eviction under section 9 shall 
be tried by the Judge. Small Cause Court 

Explanation . — The value for purposes of 
jurb'dietion shall be determined bv fh° 
amount of the rent which is or would be pay- 
able for a period of twelve months, calculat- 
ed nceording to the highest amount claimed 
in the dispute.

(ii) lo thp court of the District Judge in 
cases *n which the value exceeds Rs. 2 000] , 
but does not exceed Rs. 10,000; and 

(iii) to the high Court in eases in which 
the value exceeds Rs. 10,000; 

Provided that there shall be no right of ap- 
peal in a ease decided by tbe Judge, Small 
Cause Court, but there shall be a right of 
sion to the High Court. 

5. There shall he no right of second appeal. 

6. (i) The High Court, for the purpose oF 
satisfying itself that a decision made in any 
case under the Act was according to law, may 
call for the case and pass such orders with res- 
pect thereto ns it thinks fit. 

(ii) A party shall have a right of review in 
accordance with the provisions of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, 1908. 

7. A nnpstien whether a ease is one under the 
Act shall he determined hv the Court of first 
instance, subject to revision by a Court to 
which an appeal or a revision lies under these 
rides. 

8. Subject to the provisions of theRe Rules, 
the procedure of the Courts shall follow, as 
nearly as may be, the provisions of the Code of 
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Civil Procedure, 1908, and the Punjab Courts
